Chick Webb and his orchestra were the prime movers in 
making the Savoy Ballroom in Harlem “The Home of Happy 
Feet.” Chick’s faultless, thundering beat spoke the same lan¬ 
guage as the moving force of his dancing public. 

John Hammond took me up to Harlem the first night I arrived 
in America, back in 1934. The only "live" jazz I had heard had 
been the bands of Sam Wooding and Duke Ellington in Europe. 

The lighted marquee over the entrance to the Savoy, which 
occupied the entire block on Lenox Avenue between 140th and 
141st Streets, shot my blood pressure to a new high. I leaped 
out of the car and read: 

TONIGHT 

CHICK WEBB TEDDY HILL WILLIE BRYANT 
BATTLE OF JAZZ 

Tickets were only fifty cents! Incredible! I could hardly 
believe what was happening as John Hammond started up the 
stairs, past the doorman-ticket taker, a formidable-looking Mr. 
Six by Six, ex-wrestler, boxer, with hands the size of a Mack 
truck and an easy smile which warned one not to take anything 
for granted. John said: “It’s okay, George, the gentleman is with 

For the next twenty-five years I was to repeat those magic 
words to George, who was undoubtedly responsible for the 
almost perfect order at the Savoy, and smile, indicate my friends, 
and sweep past George with perfect nonchalance. 

Well, this first night, we ascended the staircase and entered 
the spacious, beautifully lighted ballroom. Half-blinded by the 
glare of the lobby lights, I saw the hundreds of couples whirling 
across the floor as one vast, diffused blur, as they went through 
the wildest gyrations of the Lindy Hop I’ve ever seen. 

The two bandstands were each occupied by fourteen men, 
alternating, playing music so wildly exhilarating that the dance 
floor moved up and down like the Atlantic Ocean I had just 
crossed. Later I learned it had been specially constructed to 
"give” with the weight of the pounding feet. And luckily, I might 
add; otherwise, at any time at all, it might have settled on the 
first floor, without any notice. 

We found a round table. John ordered an ice-cream soda. 
I preferred whiskey, and still do. Whiskey was not sold at the 
Savoy. However, a willing waiter whisked across the street to a 
bottle store (conveniently open till midnight), produced a bowl 
of ice, soda and a spoon for a dollar, and the good times rolled. 

I didn’t have long to wonder how to dispose of the large 
bottle of whiskey the willing waiter had wangled. For while one 
band was blowing me into a slight delirium, the chaps from the 
other bands came over to greet John Hammond, who graciously 
introduced me. Being a polite Dane, I offered drinks. By the 
time the first group was ready to go on again, the big bottle 
was deader than last month’s number-one pop hit. Our willing 
waiter was kept busy the rest of the evening—there was no 
fighting over John’s ice-cream soda! 

“Wham-bam-thank-you-mam”—a terrific drum roll began, 
the orchestra fell in and I was listening to the little hunchback 
drummer, Chick Webb, the greatest in the world. Something hap¬ 
pened to me I shall never forget. Impossible to put into words, 
it could only be felt. 

Chick seemed to turn a light on ... in me. All at once my 
perceptions sharpened. I looked around when Chick had fin¬ 
ished, and for no reason at all I realized that John and I and a 
lone fireman, obviously trying to extinguish a heartburn with a 
tilt of his flask, were the only palefaces present. 

The host-manager, Charles Buchanan, who then appeared 
at the table, was a tallish, dapper, light-skinned chap. He and 
Hammond were good friends and business associates. John 
confided that Buchanan had made the Savoy the best dancing 
place in the world through his business acumen. I wondered if, 
after what I had just experienced, the music might not have 
a little to do with the Savoy’s success. “A million dollar busi¬ 
ness,” John called it. It was hardly a mystery when I learned the 

While the two gents talked millions, I sauntered around the 
place. (The second bottle was empty, anyway.) Couples “cooled 
off” at the tables circling the floor, downing southern fried 
chicken and cooling drinks. Opposite the left-hand bandstand 
I found a ticket booth, next to which were assembled a dozen or 
more very lovely young ladies, all turned out in dazzling evening 
gowns. Ten cents a dance was all it cost you. 

I fell in love with all twelve and happily spent two dollars 
turning these belles around on the dance floor. They all looked 
like sun-kissed movie starlets, and to my dismay I learned that 
most of them were married to the various bandleaders and side- 
men working at the Savoy. But that was their little secret.

It was right here in the “Holy Land” that most of the steps 
in popular dances, right up to now, have been created. The Big 
Apple, Shim Sham and Lindy Hop, the many variations which 
have been renamed the Frug, Watusi and Shake—well, I saw 
them thirty years ago at the Apollo Theatre and at the Savoy. 
It was instant choreography. The moment a couple hit on a new 
step, a crowd gathered 'round, clapping in rhythm for a time, 
then^coming up with their own interpretations. The music was 
co(i$nuous and so was the creative dancing of sheer abandon 
and pure joy. They were dancing for. the joy of dancing, the only 
really good reason to do anything. 


My most vivid memory of that night's Battle of Jazz was the 
deafening roar that split the ear drums when Chick Webb took 
the'Stand and flashed into his special groove on Let's Get 
Together — and, baby, they followed orders! 

Thirty-two years later I spent a glowing evening on a below- 
zero evening in the cozy Harlem apartment of Sandy Williams, 
the great trombonist of that first night, who was Chick’s closest 
and most devoted friend. Sandy chuckled when he told about 
the night Ellington's band made its first appearance to do battle 
with Chick’s: 

"The boys in the band were pretty apprehensive about the 
Ellington band. They didn’t give a damn about the other bands, 
but the thought of Duke had us rehearsing in the cloakroom 
downstairs between every set for a week before he showed. We 
knew we had a battle on our hands. Well, that night, there was 
little Chick standing in front of the Ellington stand, open- 
mouthed. He turned to me and groaned: ‘Well, Sandy, I think 
they "got” us tonight.’ 'You damn right, they got us,’ was about 

all I could squeak out-It was rough!” Duke Ellington was the 

only band Chick would bow to. 

Once, when I asked Chick for his autograph, he led me to 
his office and pointed to a young lady sitting behind a type¬ 
writer: “My secretary will sign it for you; she's got such a beauti¬ 
ful handwriting.” Finally, and with much effort, Chick signed a 
small postcard-sized photo. It seemed the right size, he was 
such a tiny fellow. To this day I treasure this memento of our 
meeting, and it has served me well. Wherever 1 presented his 
signed photo in Harlem, the doors flew open to me. 

Chick was “King" at the Savoy, and from the beginning of 
the big band era that catapulted jazz into the international spot¬ 
light, his contribution has never been disputed. Pick up any jazz 
book, article, read any of the current interviews with today’s top 
drummers and you will find the same avowal: Chick Webb was 
the greatest. 

Chick, the little man who was born a crippled hunchback in 
Baltimore, Maryland, on February 10, 1907, became ten feet tall 
when he sat behind his band, surrounded by his buddies who 
had stuck with him when the going was rough. He is remem¬ 
bered as one who never forgot to reward loyalty and dedication. 
According to the men who have survived him, it had a great deal 
to do with the happy music they produced together. Even after 
Chick's untimely death in 1939, these loyal men stayed on to 
steer the course for the then fast-rising Ella Fitzgerald, whom 
Chick had discovered and coached and watched over from the 
time the little orphan waif was sixteen. 

Chick had started drumming when he was three and at 
eleven was working on a riverboat. He played with many differ¬ 
ent groups and worked his way to New York in 1924, where he 
joined the Edward Dowell orchestra. In 1926, he organized his 
own band, which Johnny Hodges joined. Soon the band was 
enlarged and gained prominence in and around New York. 

Jimmy Harrison, Claude Jones, Sandy Williams, Benny 
Carter, Hylton Jefferson, Benny Morton, Edgar Sampson, Tommy 
Ladnier, Louis Jordan. Earl Bostic, Louis Bacon, Pete Clark, 
Elmer Williams, Ted McCrae, Wayman Carver, Charlie Green 
all passed through the Chick Webb band. 

Chick's powerhouse drumming gave no indication of his 
physical weakness brought on by numerous operations, and he 
finally succumbed following an operation for tuberculosis. Al¬ 
though, during his latter years, the drummer “Scrippie” Arnold 
Bolden often sat in to help Chick during theater engagements, 
Chick insisted on playing the band numbers to the last. 

Following his death, on June 16, 1939, Ella Fitzgerald took 
over the leadership of the group until it was disbanded a couple 
of years later. 

So here we are thirty-three years later, and Buddy Rich, in 
a New Yorker Profile by Whitney Balliet, says: “Chick Webb was 
startling. He was a tiny man with this big face and big, stiff 
shoulders. He sat way up on a kind of throne and used a twenty- 
eight-inch bass drum which had special pedals for his feet and 
he had those old goose-neck cymbal holders. Every beat was 
like a bell....” 

Yes, Chick's high-hat and cymbal work was way, way out 
and certainly inspired a slew of drummers — great ones — like 
Joe Jones, Gene Krupa, Buddy Rich, Louis Belson, the late 
Sid Catlett and Davey Tough. 

The greater the musician, the greater his lasting respect 
and even awe for the things Chick could do with his magic 
sticks. He had a great, big sound and his beat was as true as a 
heartbeat.
